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WORK OF SEAMUS 
‘KELLY 
CRITIC’S TRIBUTE 
BROADC.ST TALK 
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That the work of Seamus O'Kelly, Lough- 
rea, County Galway, journalist, poet, 
novelist and dramatist, who collapsed and 
died in 1918 under the strain of editing 
Sinan Fein, had not yet received the attention 
that its excellence deserved was the opinion 
expressed by. Mr. A. E. Malone, the Irish 
dramatic critic, in the course of a broadcast 
talk from the Dublin Station last night. 

Dealing with O’Kelly’s work, Mr. Malone 
said that the author of two important novels, 
three volumes of fine short stories, and three 
‘very good plays, of which “ The Bribe — 
which was given its first production by the 
Abbey Theatre in 1913—was the most 
popular, deserved something more than the 
mere record of his name in the annals of 
the literature of our time. His writings were 
characterised by a © pensively. meditative 
charm which seemed to be part’ of the 
atmosphere west of the Shannon; it owed a 
‘great deal to his Galway childhood at St. 
Brendan’s College, Loughrea. 

Then the youngest newspaper editor in 
Ireland, O’Kelly’s first book, a little volume 
of sketches entitled ‘‘ By the Stream of Kil- 
meen,” was published in 1902, receiving 
favourable attention from Seamus O'Sullivan 
and Arthur -Griffith. He followed this. with 
three volumes, ‘‘ Waysiders,’’ ‘‘ The Golden 
Bargue,” and “‘ Hillsiders.’’ His noyels were 
“ The Lady of Deerpark’”’ and “ Wet Clay.” 

Four of his plays have been staged at the 
Abbey, but his dramatic work first saw light 
at the now almost forgotten Theatre of 
Ireland, which produced ' The Match- 
maker’’ and ‘‘The Shuiler’s Child”’ in the 
Rotunda, Dublin, in 1909. The Abbey gave 
him wider recognition with “The Bribe,” 
“The Parnellite,’’ and ‘‘Meadow Sweet.” 
His little tragedy, “ Driftwood,’’ was staged 
successfully in London and Manchester. 


WHEAT AS A CASH 


CROP 
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HUGE INCREASE IN 
ACREAGE 


At the time the national schéme for en- 
couraging wheat production was lannched the 
practice of growing wheat as a foodstuff for 
the people of this country, where once 670,006 
acres had been devoted to this purpose, had 
virtually ceased, the tradition had vanished 
from the greater part of the country, and in 
its place had grown up prejudices among the 
uninformed to the effect that the climate and 
the soil of the country were unsuited to the 
successful cultivation of wheat; that the crop 
was too exhausting on the land, and that, in 
any case, it was too difficult to handle. It 
was also argued that wheat grown in Ireland 
would not produce as good bread as that to 
which the people had teen accustomed, and 
that if we were forced to eat bread made from 
native wheat we should have to put up with 
an inferior article. Others urged that one 
wet a such as we had experienced in 1931, 
would lay such havoc with the wheat crop 
as. to sound the death-knell of the whole pro- 
ject. But, on the other hand, real farmers 
knew that wheat was easy to grow and cure 
as potatoes, and in three Years an area of 
20, has been expanded to: one of 170,000 
atres—the largest'area devoted to wheat since 
1871, and surpassing. that obtained under the 
oy Saat tillage scheme enforced during 
the Eu n War; and when’ the areas de- 
voted to wheat,-oats and barley in 1931 and 
1935, respectively, are contrasted, it will be 
found that the increased area devoted to the 
three crops corresponds almost exactly with 
the increase in the wheat acreage, All the 
silly prejudices have disappeared, and it will 
be seen “by notice which appedis “in 
our advertising columns, that the Government 
are this year again embarking on a publicity 
campaign to bring home to farmers the advan- 
tages of wheat: production this year. The 
Government's aim is to secure’a progressively 
larger acreage each year, until the country is 
rie tig hye this respect. They wish to. 
safeguard the nation's food supplies, and, at.
